Orders  sent  in  during  shipping  sea- 
son will  be  forwarded  as  soon  as  possible 
unless  otherwise  instructed.  Orders  booked  in 
advance  of  season  will  be  forwarded  as  soon 
as  may  be  after  opening  of  season,  unless 
to  be  held  for  definite  shipping  date. 

Shipment.  Trees  will  be  boxed  or  baled,  as 
best  meets  requirements  of  order,  and  for- 
warded by  freight  or  express,  according  to 
our  judgment. 

Prices  shown  in  this  catalog  are  net  for 
trees  and  plants  carefully  packed  and  delivered 
f.  o.  b.  cars  at  nursery,  shipping  point. 

Terms.  Cash  with  order  during  shipping 
season.  If  order  is  placed  in  advance  of  sea- 
son, a payment  of  25  percent  of  order  to  accom- 
pany it,  balance  before  shipment,  will  generally 
be  satisfactory.

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ORANGES 

The  Orange  has,  for  many  years,  been  the  most 
prominent  of  subtropical  fruits,  largely  so  by  reason 
of  its  being  one  of  the  most  profitable. 

The  wonderful  ability  of  the  trees  to  withstand 
adverse  conditions  and  still  annually  produce  fruit; 
the  extreme  length  of  time  that  fruit  can  remain  on 
the  trees  after  maturity,  making  it  possible  to  ship 
when  markets  are  in  best  shape;  and  the  fact  that 
if  properly  packed  the  fruit  will  stand  long  distance 
shipment,  makes  the  Orange  one  of  the  safest  and 
most  profitable  fruits  to  grow. 

In  planting  an  orange  grove  it  is  poor  business 
to  try  to  get  the  cheapest  trees  possible.  Cheap  trees 
seldom  prove  healthy  and  fruitful.  Orange  nursery 
trees  to  prove  vigorous  and  prolific  should  have 
large,  well  formed  root  systems  and  strong,  clean, 
healthy  tops  one  or  two  years  old.  Our  trees  are 
grown  on  loose  sandy  land,  which  permits  the  root 
systems  to  develop  properly,  and  we  give  them  every 
care  and  plenty  of  fertilizer,  which  makes  strong, 
vigorous  tops.  In  other  words  we  guarantee  them  to 
be  strictly  first  class  and  true  to  name. 

We  have  not  attempted  to  grow  all  the  known 
varieties,  many  of  which  are  of  but  inferior  quality. 
In  our  list  will  be  found  the  most  prominent  and 
profitable  kinds,  such  as  can  always  be  safely  planted 
in  either  large  commercial  orchards  or  for  home  use.

Native  Sour  Orange  as  a Stock 

If  the  list  of  stocks  or  roots  on  which  to  bud 
citrus  fruits  was  reduced  to  one,  the  Sour  Orange 
would  come  nearer  meeting  the  requirements  under 
all  classes  of  soil  and  cultural  conditions  than  any 
other  stock  used,  it  being  the  nearest  a universal 
stock.  There  is  a marked  difference  in  favor  of  the 
Sour  Orange  root,  in  the  quality  of  the  fruit  on  a 
grove  in  full  bearing.  And,  as  the  quality  of  the 
fruit  must  necessarily  have  an  influence  on  the 
revenue  from  the  grove,  the  Sour  Orange  has  a 
decided  advantage  in  this  respect.  Trees  budded 
on  the  Sour  Orange  root  are  strong,  vigorous  grow- 
ers, resistant  to  disease  and  immune  from  attacks 
of  Maldigoma  (foot-rot).  The  trees  remain  dormant 
for  a longer  period  during  the  winter  and  the  fruit 
will  keep  later  on  the  tree  than  where  the  lemon 
or  grapefruit  root  is  used. 

Standard  Varieties 

We  believe  that  it  would  be  better  for  the  future 
of  the  orange  industry  if  the  plantings  could  be

more  standardized  and  only  one  variety  planted  for 
its  season  of  maturity.  This  would  give  uniformity 
to  the  character  of  Florida  oranges  on  the  market. 
California  has  made  its  fruit  famous  with  only  two 
varieties,  Navel  for  midseason  and  Valencia  for  late. 
The  sooner  Florida  growers  commence  to  plant 
fewer  varieties  the  sooner  will  the  character  of 
Florida  fruit  become  standardized. 


NORRIS  EARLY  SEEDLESS 
Season:  September  and  October 

Fruit  nominally  seedless,  velvety  smooth  skin, 
handsome  appearance,  medium  size,  quality  and 
flavor  the  best.  Largely  planted  in  this  county, 
where  it  originated  about  forty  years  ago.  Ex- 
perienced and  successful  growers  prefer  it  to  Par- 
son Brown  on  account  of  its  early  coloring  and 
smooth  skin.
